The owner must pass the 
stick up the breast aud throat, causing 
the bird to hold its head up. lu the 
case of birds requiring length of limb, 
titbits are held up high and the bird 
made to stretch Jor them.

He let a life-term murderer 
out of prison long eouugh to earn mon- 
ey to pay oft a mortgage on his father- 
in law's home, the money having been 
spent to hire lawyers to defend him 
Following is an extract; "Out in Ore- 
gon there is a governor who believes" 
in men—even though they have sin- 
ned against society and have been com- 
mitted to the keeping of the penal in- 
stitionsof the State. Oswald West be 
lieves in men to such an extent that 
sixty-two per cent, of the prisoners 
serving in the Oreghn State peniten- 
tiary are out i%on honor" as it is called 
A considerable number of these are 
out earning au honest living outside 
the prison walls, entirely independent 
of any prison discipline or oversight.— 
The rest are "trusties'"'" working for the 
State at other public institutions, or 
building-roads with out being guarded 
—frequently one or two hundred miles 
awsy from the prison, and offeu in 
thinly settled portions of the country 
where escape -would be comparatively 
easy. And yet fewer prisoners try to 
get away under this system thau in 
the old days when the guards stood by 
armed with repeating Winchester?.

STATEMEN F OF BOARI>OF POOR 


DIRECTORS. 


Question as to the Liability ot Poor 


District lor the Full 


Treatment. 


1 aru asked, as attorney to the Di- 


rectors of the Poor, to state, for public 
information, the position of the Board 
of Directors relative to requests for 
aid under the piovisions of the act of 
Assembly of 1907 which reads as fol- 


"That in each and every county of 


this Commonwealth it shall be the duty 
of the proper officers of the several 
poor-districts, respectively, to provide 
all persons who may apply for aid in 
their said several districts, who may 
be bitten by dogs or other animals suf- 
fering from hydrophobia, or rabies, 
with "the proper medical attention to 
prevent the development of the disease 
in the person or persons so bitten, 
which medical attention may include 
the treatment known as the Pasteur 
treatment.'1 


The only judicial utterance constru- 


ing this act and passing on the ques- 
tion of its constitutionality is an opin 
ion by Judge McCounell. of Westmore- 
land county, in Momeyer vs. Directors 
of Home for Destitute, in which it is 
held that it is unconstitutional, being 
in violation of Art. 3rd. Sec. IS. of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania prohibit- 
ing appropriations for private pur- 
poses. 
Because of this opinion, and particu- 


larly in cases in which the demand 
for payment for treatment is not sup- 
ported' by proper legal proceedings. I 
advise the Directors of the Poor that 
there is a question as to the liability 
of the poor-district. Should the act 
prove to be unconstitutional no obliga- 
tion would rest on the Directors of the 
Poor, nor would there be any right in 
them, to make payment of claims pre 
sented under its provisions. 


Jt is further required by law that 


certain forms must be observed ii lia- 
bility is to be imposed on the poor-clis 
trier. An order of relief must be is- 
sued by a justice of the peace, aftei 
hearing and. adjudication of the facts 
prior to the performance of the ser 
vice for which payment is demanded 
except in cases of emergency; an or 
der by one justice of the peace toeing 
sufficient in Adams county under ; 
special act. although the signatures o 
two magistrates are necessary under 
the general law of the State. 


In Kochenour vs. Cumberland COUH 


ty Poor District it is held that the 
poor-district is not liable for expenses 
incurred in treatment in a hospital 101 
hydrophobia unless application was 
made to the directors before the pa- 
tient was placed in its charge. 


It will thus OB seen that there is un- 


certainty as to the act in question, and 
that even if there was no doubt de- 
finite precedttre would be required in 
enforcing it. 


If the act is constitutional, those of 


our citizens who are so unfortunate 
as to he bitten by an animal suffering 
from rabies should have every benefit 
it affords, but if it is unconstitutional 
there is no warrant in law for pay- 
ment for treatment under its terms 
from the public funds. . 


Representing the Directors of the 


Poor I feel that the question should 
have early determination by the Court 
of our own county and by the courts 
of last resort if necessary.
